Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.  -  Submitted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  re- 
ports of  the  Town  Officers  for  the  previous  year.  -  Submitted 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  to  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  -

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,400.00  for  Town  Officers'  salaries  and 
$1,500.00  for  Town  Officers'  expenses.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  meet  the  annual  payment  on 
the  West  Deering  Moat  Bridge.  -  Submitted  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  County  Taxes.  -  Submitted 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  care  of  cemeteries.  - 
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Submitted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  auction  property  taken  by  Tax  Collector's 
Deed.  -  Submitted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  -  Sub- 
mitted by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  purchase  a  new  Road  Grader  and  to  pay  for 
said  purchase  by  withdrawing  the  balance  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fimd  for  Road  Equipment,  trading  in  the  presently 
owned  Road  Grader,  and  borrowing  the  balance,  to  be  repaid 
over  a  period  of  three  years.  -  Submitted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  an 
ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Deering  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining the  general  property  values,  atmosphere  and  well 
being  of  the  Town,  the  following:  "No  trailer  or  mobile  home 
shall  hereafter  be  located  within  the  Town  of  Deering;  un- 
less the  same  shall  be  in  a  duly  established  and  licensed 
trailer  or  mobile  home  park,  or  unless  a  person  desiring  to 
locate  a  trailer  or  mobile  home  not  in  such  a  park,  shall, 
upon  petition  and  public  hearing,  obtain  the  permission  in 
writing  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town;  said  party  shall  have 
a  right  of  appeal  as  set  forth  in  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
Chapter  31,  Section  74  and  following  as  if  said  Selectmen 
were  a  board  of  adjustment,"  or  to  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto  -  Submitted  by  tiie  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
others. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  a  local 
ordinance  governing  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  Trailer 
or  mobile  home  parks,  the  regulations  proposed  by  the  Se- 
lectmen as  posted  and  published  with  this  warrant,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  -  Submitted  by  the  Se- 
lectmen. 

Ordinance  Regulating  Trailer  Or  Mobile 
Home  Parks  -  Town  Of  Deering 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Deering,  in  the  interest  of 
protecting  the  public  health  and  safety  of  its  inhabitants, 
and  in  the  interest  of  insuring  adequate  fire  and  other  muni- 
cipal protection  for  inhabitants  residing  in  trailer  or  mobile 
home  parks  within  said  Town  of  Deering: 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  following  regulations  are  here- 
by adopted  as  a  municipal  ordinance  for  said  Town  of  Deer- 
ing. 


Section  1.  DEFINITIONS:  The  definitions  and  regula- 
tions adopted  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Department 
of  Health  and  Welfare  in  connection  with  mobile  home  and 
trailer  parks,  pursuant  to  the  general  authority  to  make 
regulations  found  in  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated, Chapter  147,  Section  2,  and  said  definitions  and 
regulations  as  they  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by 
said  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Department  of  Health  and 
Welfare,  are  herein  incorporated  by  reference  and  made 
a  specific  part,  hereof,  and  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Deering, 
in  the  Coimty  of  Hillsborough,  and  State  of  New  Hampshire 
as  part  of  their  ordinance  regulating  trailer  or  mobile  home 
parks. 

Section  2.  LICENSE  REQUIRED:  It  shall  be  unlawful 
to  establish,  maintain  or  operate  any  trailer  or  mobile  home 
park  in  the  town  without  first  having  obtained  a  license 
therefore.  Application  for  such  licenses  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  such  forms  as  they 
may  supply,  and  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  applicant, 
location  of  the  proposed  park  and  the  number  of  trailer, 
or  mobile  homes  to  be  accommodated. 

Section  3.  PLANS.  Each  such  application  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  plot  or  sketch  showing;  the  size  and  loca- 
tion of  all  buildings  and  structures,  either  in  being  or  pro- 
posed for  future  construction,  the  location  of  streets  and 
driveways  in  being  or  proposed,  and  the  size  for  location 
of  trailers  or  mobile  homes. 

Section  4.  CHARACTER.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued 
to  any  but  a  person  of  good  character,  nor  to  any  corpora- 
tion if  any  officer  thereof  is  not  a  person  of  good  character. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hire  or  keep  as  manager, 
superintendent  or  person  in  charge  of  a  trailer  or  mobile 
home  park  any  person  who  is  not  a  person  of  good  character. 

Section  5.  PERMANENT  USE.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  maintain  any  trailer  or  mobile  home,  used 
for  human  habitation,  upon  any  plot  of  ground  in  the  Town, 
except  in  a  licensed  trailer  or  mobile  home  park,  PROVID- 
ED NEVERTHELESS,  that  this  provision  shall  expressly 
not  apply  to  any  trailer  or  mobile  home  which  is  used  as 
a  dwelling  and  located  within  the  Town  of  Deering  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  provided  further,  that  no- 
thing in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
vote  of  the  town  meeting,  under  Artcle  29,  of  the  1967  Town 
Warrant. 

Section  6.  EXCEPTIONS.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  storage  of  any  trailer  or 


mobile  home  for  any  length  of  time   when  said  trailer   or 
mobile  home  is  not  used  for  living  or  sleeping  purposes. 

Section  7.  PENALTY.  Any  person,  association,  or 
corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordin- 
ance or  otherwise  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Ten  dollars 
($10.00)  for  each  day  of  such  violation  or  neglect  or  refusal 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  EFFECTIVE  DATE.  This  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  as  of  the  1st  day  of  May,  1967.

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  five 
member  Town  Planning  Board  in  accordance  with  regula- 
tions described  in  Chapter  36,  Sections  1-15,  State  of  New 
Hampshire  R.   S.   A.,   1955.   -   Submitted  by  the   Selectmen. 

Article  31  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  or- 
<3inance  for  the  regulation  of,  care  and  maintenance,  of 
cemeteries  within  the  Town  of  Deering,  as  proposed  and 
posted  by  the  Cemetery  Committee  and  printed  in  the  An- 
nual Report,  or  to  take  any  other  action  related  thereto.  - 
Submitted  by  the  Cemetery  Committee. 

Ordinance  For  The  Regulation  Of  Care  And 
Maintenance  of  Cemeteries  Within  the  Town  of  Deering 

Article  1:   DEFINITIONS: 

a)  Cemetery:  A  cemetery  is  any  parcel  of  land  set 
aside  for  the  burial  or  interment  of  the  dead. 

b)  Public  Cemetery:  A  public  cemetei-y  is  a  cemetery 
owned  by  the  Town  of  Deering. 

c)  Private  Cemetery:  A  private  cemetery  is  a  ceme- 
tery exclusively  maintained  for  the  burial  or  interment 
of  members  of  one  family,  and  for  which  no  charge  is  made 
for  the  sale  of  burial  space  and  is  not  operated  as  a  biisiness. 

Article  2:  PRIVATE  CEMETERIES  TO  BE  LICENSED: 
a)  No  individual  or  corporation  shall  operate  a  private 
cemetery  within  the  Town  of  Deering,  without  first  ob- 
taining from  the  Cemetery  Committee  a  license  to  operate 
the  same:  The  Cemetery  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Deering 
shall  issue  such  a  license  upon  application  and  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  Twenty -five  dollars  ($25.00).  The  application  for 
license  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  cemetery,  an  accurate 
and  discernible  description  of  the  boundaries  of  said  ceme- 
tery, a  plan,  capable  of  being  recorded  in  the  Hillsborough 
County  Registry  of  Deeds,  showing  the  location  of  proposed 


lots  and  roadways  ^vithin  said  cemetery,  the  name  £ind  ad- 
dress of  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  cemetery,  and  any 
other  information  which  may  be  required  by  the  Cemetery 
Committee. 

Article    3:   CARE    AND    MAINTENANCE    OF    CEME- 
TERIES: 

a)  No  cemetery  lot  shall  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet 
from  any  public  highway  or  less  than  One  hundred  (100) 
feet  from  any  public  or  private  water  supply. 

b)  In  every  cemetery  lot  there  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty-two    (32)    square   feet   for    each   proposed    interment. 

c)  Except  in  family  cemeteries,  all  roadways  shall 
be  not  less  than  Ten  (10)  feet  in  width  and  shall  be  kept 
open  and  passable  at  all  times,  winter  plow^ing  excepted. 

d)  All  cemeteries  shall  have  permanent  markers  at 
the  corners  and  shall  be  fenced  or  walled  on  all  sides. 

e)  The  boundaries  of  a  cemetery  abutting  a  public 
highway  shall  be  kept  neat  and  clean  at  all  times. 

f)  No  body  or  remains  shall  be  buried  without  the 
erection  of  some  permanent  marker,  or  indication  of  such 
burial  being  placed  on  the  space  used,  such  marker  must 
have  had  the  prior  approval  of  the  cemetery  conrnaittee  so 
to  be  in  keeping  with  the  atmosphere  of  the  cemetery. 

g)  No  body  or  remains  shall  be  buried  within  four 
(4)  feet  from  the  siu-face  of  the  groiond. 

Article  4:   SALE  OF  LOTS: 

a)  Cemetery  lots  in  public  cemeteries  shall  be  sold 
and  transferred  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Cemetery  Committee  for  the  Town  of  Deering  shall  deter- 
mine. 

Article  5:   PERPETUAL  CARE: 

a)  The  Town  of  Deering  may  maintain  amy  lot  with- 
in a  public  or  private  cemetery  in  perpetual  care  as  from 
time  to  time  defined  by  the  Cemetery  Committee  upon  the 
pajrment  to  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  of  said  Town  of 
Deering  of  a  sum  of  not  less  than  Two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  together  with  an  accurate  description  of  the  loca- 
tion of  the  lot  to  be  cared  for. 

Article  6:   RECORDS: 

a)  No  person  shall  cause  or  allow  a  body  or  the  re- 
mains of  a  body  to  be  buried  in  any  cemetery  within  the 
Town  of  Deering  unless  they  shall  supply  to  the  Cemetery 
Committee  of  the  said  Town  of  Deering,  in  writing,  the 
name,  date  of  death  and  last  known  residence  of  the  de- 
ceased, the  date  of  burial,  the  name  of  the  cemetery  and  the 
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location  of  the  lot  where  buried;   said  information  shall  be 
supplied  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  burial. 

b)  No  cemetery  lot  shall  be  sold  or  transferred  with- 
out supplying  a  copy  of  such  transfer  or  conveyance  to  the 
Cemetery  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Deering. 

c)  The  Cemetery  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Deering 
shall  keep  a  permanent  and  public  record  of  all  burials 
within  the  Town  of  Deering  and  of  the  sale  and  transfer 
of  ownership  of  all  cemetery  lots  and  a  record  of  all  cemetery 
lots  which  are  subject  to  perpetual  care. 

Article  7:   EXCLUSIONS: 

a)  These  regulations  shall  expressly  exclude  cemetery 
lots  presently  laid  out  and  occupied  and  with  respect  to 
Article  3,  sub-paragraph  b  and  c,  all  cemetery  lots  which 
are  presently  laid  out  upon  plans  duly  recorded  in  the 
Hillsborough  County  Registry  of  Deeds;  and  with  respect  to 
Article  3,  Trust  Funds  already  in  being  or  established  in 
Wills  executed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

Article  8:   PENALTY: 

a)  Any  person  or  corporation  found  guilty  of  violat- 
ing any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  Ten  dollars  ($10.00). 

Article  9:   EFFECTIVE  DATE: 

a)  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  sixty  (60) 
days  after  adoption  by  the  Town  of  Deering  and  upon  pub- 
lication in  some  newspaper  of  general  circtilation  within  the 
Deering  area  and  being  duly  posted  at  a  public  place  within 
the  Town  of  Deering. 

Article  10:   AMENDMENT: 

a)  These  regulations  may  be  amended  by  majority 
vote  of  any  Town  meeting. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
part  or  all  of  the  "Herrick"  property  located  on  route  149, 
and  to  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  purchase  of  the  said  property,  which 
will  then  be  maintained  by  the  Town  as  a  sand  and  gravel 
pit  and  further  used  as  a  sanitary  fill  area.  -  Submitted  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  preserve  the 
beauty  of  oiu-  countryside  by  establishing  control  of  bill- 
boards and  signs  in  the  town  of  Deering. 

FIRST,  by  prohibiting  billboards  and  all  other  signs 
advertising  businesses,  products,  etc.;  located  outside  of 
Deering. 

SECOND,   by  having   any  Deering  resident  wishing   to 


erect  a  commercial  sign/signs  for  his  own  business  in  Deer- 
ing  submit  plans  for  such,  sign/signs  to  the  Selectmen.  Such 
signs,  if  approved  by  all  Selectmen,  will  be  limited  in  number 
and  size,  as  well  as  to  being  in  keeping  with  the  decorum 
of  the  landscape. 

THIRD,  all  new  signs,  such  as  name  signs,  church  signs, 
etc.;  to  replace  signs  already  existing  in  Deering,  will  be 
subject  to  the  same  regulations.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen 

EOAD  CONSTRUCTION 

During  the  year  1966,  the  accelerated  T.  R.  A.  road  pro- 
gram was  completed  with  the  extension  of  the  pavement  of 
the  County  Road  to  Hunter's  corner  and  paving  of  the  Fisher 
Road  to  the  corner  of  the  Lake  Road.  The  Class  V  Highway 
allowance  was  used  to  pave  the  Dickey  Hill  Road  from  Route 
149  to  the  Allen  homestead,  this  being  a  continuation  of  the 
work  which  was  started  in  1965. 

HIGHV/AY  MAINTENANCE 

We  have  continued  the  practice  of  hiring  equipment  from 
private  individuals,  wherever  possible,  for  plowing  snow  and 
other  highway  work.  Since  this  was  the  second  year  that  this 
type  of  operation  was  used,  we  now  feel  that  a  comparison 
can  be  reasonably  made  between  this  method  and  Town 
owned  equipment.  In  our  judgment,  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  significant  difference  between  the  two  methods  of 
operation.  There  is,  however,  some  appreciable  saving  in  in- 
surance costs  as  we  reduce  the  number  of  Town  owned 
vehicles.  This  will  be  more  apparent  when  the  Town  eventu- 
ally owns  only  a  road  grader  as  a  permanent  piece  of  equip- 
ment. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

This  year,  we  are  asking  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  purchase  a  new  road  grader.  This  request  is  made  with  the 
intention  of  postponing  the  actual  purchase  as  long  as  the 
present  machine  continues  to  function  without  any  major 
breakdown.  However,  in  the  event  of  the  complete  failure  of 
this  16  year  old  equipment  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  the 
Town  will  be  able  to  purchase  a  new  machine  without  the 
expense  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

LIBRARY  BUILDING 

We  asked  the  North  Branch  Builders  to  inspect  the  Li- 
brary building  and  recommend  any  necessary  repairs,  also  to 
estimate  the  cost  of  making  these  repairs  to  the  building  at  its 
present  location  as  well  as  the  cost  of  moving  this  structure 
to  the  so  called  "Hotel  Lot."  It  appears  that  a  simi  of  between 
$1,200  and  $1,800  would  be  needed  to  restore  this  building  to 
good  condition  in  its  present  location.  To  move  this  building 
to  a  new  foundation  on  the  "Hotel  Lot"  and  to  repair  the 
structure  would  cost  between  $3,200  and  $4,000.  We  are 
recommending  that  the  Town  postpone  action  on  this  building 
for  another  year,  or  until  the  futxire  effect  of  sharply  increased 
school  costs  is  better  defined.

The  cost  of  running  the  school  district  is  increasing  at  an 
alarming  rate.  Last  year,  an  increase  of  $4.00  in  the  tax  rate 
per  $1,000  of  evaluation  was  caused  by  a  large  increase  in  our 
share  of  the  school  district  costs.  The  Selectmen  have  felt 
that  the  assessment  of  proerty  in  the  district  needed  a  very 
careful  reviewing  and  have,  therefore,  petitioned  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  review  the  equalized  valuation  of  the 
district. 


Deering  Planning  Board  Report 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  8,  1966,  a  motion 
was  made  from  the  floor  that  the  Selectmen  should  appoint 
for  one  year's  tenure  a  Planning  Board  consisting  of  a  chair- 
man and  four  other  mem.bers,  who  should  make  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  Town  for  future  growth  and  development 
and  who  should  submit  its  report  to  the  Town  at  the  next 
Town  Meeting.  The  Selectmen  appointed  Dr.  James  M. 
Carew  as  Chairman  and  Jeremiah  J.  Donovan  Jr.,  Irving 
W.  Ireland,  John  Morton  and  Malcolm  Steele  as  the  other 
members  of  the  Board.  Subsequently  Mr.  Steele  wished  to 
resign  and  he  was  replaced  by  Whitney  S.  Yeaple. 

The  Board  has  had  several  meetings  throughout  the 
year  and  much  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  imme- 
diate and  future  prospects  of  the  Town.  While  it  was  agreed 
that  we  needed  expansion  to  have  a  larger  taxable  base  to 
alleviate  the  existing  tax  load  on  the  present  property 
owners,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  Board  that  trying  to 
attract  an  Industry  to  settle  in  Deering  was  not  feasible  or 
particularly  advisable.  We  do  not  have  the  resources  or  the 
available  labor  force  that  would  attract  an  Indiistry  of  con- 
sequence. Then  too,  from  the  experience  of  other  New 
Hampshire  towns  the  advent  of  an  Industry  is  not  an  un- 
mixed blessing.  Far  too  often  the  increased  cost  of  schooling, 
roads,  and  services  offsets  the  additional  tax  revenue. 

With  these  things  in  mind  it  was  felt  by  the  Planning 
Board  that  Deering  should  try  to  attract  more  tourist  and 
summer  residents  and  also  more  retired  people.  In  order  to 
do  this  the  Town  should  make  itself  as  attractive  as  possible 
and  at  the  same  time  should  strive  to  maintain  its  rural 
charm.  Specifically  we  would  propose  the  following: 

1.  Since  the  Deering  Lake  is  our  biggest  attraction  as 
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well  as  our  greatest  source  of  tax  revenue,  we  believe  that 
roads  should  be  improved  and  tarred  around  the  lake  as 
soon  as  possible. 

2.  We  suggest  that  there  should  be  a  Town  Dump 
furnished  for  the  convenience  of  the  local  and  summer 
residents. 

3.  Junk  yards  should  be  actively  policed  imder  the  pro- 
visions of  the  new  State  Law  and  should  be  kept  to  a 
minimum. 

4.  In  View  of  the  fact  that  our  bordering  Towns  of 
Weare,  Henniker  and  Antrim  are  considering  and  that 
Hillsboro  and  Francestown  have  already  voted  in  an  ordin- 
ance concerning  the  regulation  of  Trailers  and  Trailer  Parks, 
we  urge  the  voters  to  enact  a  similar  ordinance  for  Deering. 

5.  If  we  are  to  attract  more  residents  to  the  Town  then 
land  must  be  found  that  is  for  sale.  We  suggest  that  a  real 
estate  survey  and  study  be  made  to  ascertain  what  quantity 
and  what  type  of  property  is  available. 

6.  For  the  convenience  of  visitors  and  tourists  we  pro- 
pose that  inexpensive  stenciled  road  signs  be  erected  around 
the  Town. 

7.  We  believe  that  the  Airport  in  West  Deering  could 
be  a  boon  to  the  Town  for  those  who  wish  to  fly  in  for 
vacation  or  business  visits.  The  Town  should  cooperate  with 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College  on  this. 

8.  We  believe  that  telephone  toll  charges  between 
different  sections  of  the  Tov\m  are  unjust  and  upon  a  legal 
appeal  by  the  Town  to  the  State  Utilities  Commission  could 
be  eUminated. 

9.  We  think  that  as  the  Town  grows  a  study  of  expanded 
fire  and  police  protection  should  be  made. 

10.  Because  we  believe  that  Planning  Boards  have  a  valid 
and  continuing  function  in  the  development  and  promotion 
of  Towns  and  Regions,  we  urge  that  the  article  by  the  Se- 
lectmen in  the  Town  Warrant  to  establiish  a  permanent 
Planning  Board  be  adopted,

Report  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  —  Deering,  N.H. 
March  8,   1966 

A  legal  meeting  of  the  inliabitants  of  the  Town  of  Deering 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs,  was  called  to  order  at 
7:15  P.M.  March  8.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  The 
Lords  Prayer. 

Article  1.  Ballots  were  cast  on  the  Australian  ballot  as 
follows:  Selectman  for  thre  years;  John  E.  Snow  -  115  votes. 
Selectman  for  two  years;  William  Kulbacki  -  113  votes. 
Town  Clerk;  Clara  T.  Rich  -  85  votes.  Town  Treasurer; 
Clara  T.  Rich  -  85  votes.  Tax  Collector;  Howard  E.  Whitney 
-  118  votes.  Overseer  of  Welfare;  Board  of  Selectmen  -  111 
votes.  Highway  Agent;  Francis  X.  Mooney  -  90  votes.  Audi- 
tors; Marjorie  Heath  &  Eunice  Willgeroth  112  and  111  votes. 
Library  Trustee;  Ruth  Margulies  -  110  votes.  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  three  years;  Catherine  Carew  -  109  votes.  Chief 
of  Police;  Charles  C.  Williams  -  116  votes.  Police  Officer; 
Donald  Dumais  -  113  votes.  Surveyor  of  wood  and  lumber; 
Board  of  Selectmen  -  109  votes. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town 
officers  for  the  previous  year. 

Article  3.  It  was  voted  to  raise  such  suras  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  to  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,400.00  for  Tov/n  Officers'  salaries  and  $1,500.00  for 
Town  Officers'  expenses. 

Article  5.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $350.00  for  election  and  registration  expenses. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other  build- 
ings. 

Article  7.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  Social  Security  pajrments  for  Town  Em- 
ployees. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $300.00  for  Police  and  $1,000.00  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $125.00  for  Blister  Rust  control. 

Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  for  Insurance. 
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Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  Damages  and  Legal  Expenses. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $200.00  for  Civilian  Defense. 

Article  13.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $25.00  for  Vital  Statistics. 

Article  14  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  the  sealing  of  roadways. 

Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  Summer  and  $8,500.00  for  Winter  Roads. 

Article  16.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $300.00  for  street  lighting. 

Article  17.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,500.00  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. 

Article  18.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,085.56  to  secure  Town  Road  Aid. 

Article  19.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $25.00  for  the  Town  Library. 

Article  20.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  siun 
of  $1,000.00  for  the  Town  Poor  and  $1,200.00  for  Old  Age 
Assistance. 

Article  21.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  interest  on  short  term  loans  and  $900.00  for 
interest  on  long  term  loans. 

Article  22.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  the  annual  pajmient  of  the  principal  of  the 
loan  for  the  West  Deering  Moat  Bridge. 

Article  23.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  to  be  paid  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Road 
Equipment. 

Article  24.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  the  Town's  share  of  County  Taxes. 

Article  25.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $200.00  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Article  26.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
auction  property  taken  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

Article  27.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  to  issue  notes  for 
same. 

Article  28.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
by  Quit-Claim  Deed  the  so  called  "Hinckley  Barn  Lot", 
located  in  the  Town  Center  and  boiinded  on  three  sides  by 
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the  property  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Carew  and  on  the  fourth  side 
by  the  property  of  the  Deering  Commiinity  Church;  -  said 
"Hinckley  Barn  Lot"  to  be  sold  to  Catherine  Carew  for  the 
sum  of  one  dollar. 

Article  29.  It  was  voted  as  ammended  to  read  as  follows: 
It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  spend  up  to  and 
not  to  exceed  $2,000.00  to  publish,  upon  the  acceptance  of 
a  committee  of  three,  a  history  of  the  Town  of  Deering.  The 
three,  George  Wolf,  Whitney  Yeaple  and  John  Hunter. 

Article  30.  It  was  voted  to  accept  a  gift  of  land  from  Edna 
S.  Yeaple  to  the  Town  of  Deering.  Said  land,  one-half  acre 
more  or  less,  is  an  extension  eastward  from  the  rear  of  the 
East  Deering  Cemetery.  For  consideration  paid  the  Town  of 
Deering  agrees  to  maintain  the  Yeaple  Lot,  so  called,  in  the 
East  Deering  Cemetery  under  perpetual  care. 

Article  31.  Negative  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
transfer  to  Class  VI  Highway  such  roadways  of  the  Town 
as  are  not  presently  in  common  usage,  providing,  however, 
that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Highway  agent  shall  present  a 
list  of  said  roadways  to  be  presented  to  a  public  hearing  to 
be  held  in  the  Town  Hall  of  Deering,  notice  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  the  voters  in  the  usual  manner. 

Article  32.  It  was  moved  that  the  Selectmen  investigate 
the  condition  of  the  Library  and  to  report  their  findings  to 
the  Town  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Plan- 
ning Board  of  three  or  not  more  than  five  members  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  Deering  for 
future  growth  and  aspects  of  possible  zoning  and  to  report 
at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

It  was  voted  to  have  installed  street  lights  at  Holtons 
Crossing  and  at  East  Deering  at  Rte.  149. 

It  was  voted  to  give  Wendell  Putnam  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks  for  writing  the  Town  History. 

It  was  voted  to  have  Mr.  Joseph  Carew's  picture  on  next 
year's  Town  Report. 

The  Town  of  Deering  voted  to  adopt  the  following  resolu- 
tion: Whereas  the  Hillsborough  District,  under  the  District 
Court  Act  of  1963,  consists  of  the  towns  of  Hillsborough, 
Deering,  Windsor,  Antrim  and  Bennington,  and 

Whereas  there  resides  within  said  District  one  or  more 
learned,  able  and  discreet  persons  qualified  to  serve  as 
Special  Justice  of  said  District  Court,  and 

Whereas  the  present  Special  Justice  will  reach  the  man- 
datory retirement  age  on  April  19,  1966,  and 
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V/hereas  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
with  respect  to  nominating  a  successor  to  the  retiring 
Special  Justice,  has  not  given  full  and  complete  considera- 
tion to  a  resident  or  residents  of  said  District,  and 

Whereas  the  Governor  has  nominated,  as  Special  Justice 
of  said  District  Court,  a  person  who  is  not  a  resident  of  said 
District, 

Now  therefore,  we,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Deering, 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  assembled  in  Town  Meeting  on 
March  8,  1966,  do  hereby  formally  object  to  the  nomination 
submitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  Council  on  February  24, 
1966,  and 

Further,  we  call  upon  the  Council  to  withhold  its  consent, 
and  respectfully  request  the  Governor  to  reconsider  the 
nomination  of  a  Special  Justice  of  the  Hillsborough  District 
Court. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  for- 
ward to  the  Governor,  to  the  five  members  of  the  Council, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  notarized  copy  of  the  pre- 
viously adopted  resolution,  such  copies  to  be  mailed  within 
48  hours  of  this  date  and  time. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  without  date.

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Report  of  the  Libarary  Trustees 

The  Deering  Public  Library  continued  to  function  in 
1966  in  a  limited  way,  having  been  open  four  hours  a  week 
during  July  and  August,  with  Janet  Bittenbender  in  charge. 
Books  were  kept  at  the  homes  of  the  trustees  and  the  li- 
brarian, Mrs.  Alberta  Segrell,  during  the  remaining  ten 
months  of  the  year.  Because  of  a  change  in  the  Bookmobile 
operation,  it  came  to  Deering  twice  instead  of  the  usual  three 
times.  The  total  circulation  for  1966  was  229  books,  an  in- 
crease of  42  over  1965.  Four  books  were  purchased,  and 
Robert  Abernethy  of  N.  B.  C.  News,  a  long-time  summer 
resident,  presented  to  the  library  an  autographed  copy  of  his 
book,  "Introduction  To  Tomorrow".  With  his  autograph 
is  the  following  inscription:  "With  my  best  wishes  and  great 
affection  for  my  friends  in  Deering,  who  have  given  so  much 
to  me  and  to  all  the  Abernethy  family." 

According  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  Statis- 
tics we  had  the  dubious  distinction  of  being  very  near  the 
bottom  of  the  list  of  towns  of  comparable  population  with 
regard  to  per  capita  appropriation  and  expenditure.  The 
librarian  and  the  trustees  would  like  to  see  Deering  move 
up  a  little  on  that  list!
